Australia. An old Swiss lady who 
was a second saloon passenger was 
killed under tragic circumstances. 
After leaving Aden, the “China” met 
the brunt of the SW. monsoon and 
rofted heavily the whole way to 
Bombay. One of the passengers, who 
was an eyewitness of what occurred, 
gave the following account. of the 
mishap >— 2S 

“Tt was about six o'clock inthe 
evening when the ship gave a sudden 
lorch, bigger than any previous one 
and suddenly I found myself being 
thrown out of my deckchair,. back- 
wards, along with those near. me: 
The deck sloped like the roof of a 
house, the angle from the perpendi- 
cular made by the masts being about 
30 degrees. The vessel presently
